No. 8/31/68-05(11), — The rules for a competitive exa- 
mination to oe neta by tne Union Public Service Commission 
in, May, i96y for tne puipoae of fining temporary vacancies 
in the following Services/posts are published for general 
information : — 

(i) Central Secretariat Clerical Service — Lower Division 
Grade; 

(ii) Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service — Grade 
U; 

(iii) Indian Foreign Service (B) — Grade VI; 

(iv) Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical Service — 

Lower Division Grade; 

(v) Posts of Lower Division Clerk in the Office of the 
Election Commission; and 

(vi) Posts of Lower Division Clerk in certain Depart- 
ments and Auacned Unices of tne Government of 
India not participating in tne Central secretariat 
Clerical service/ i.F.h, (B)/ Rahway Board Secre- 
tariat Clerical Service/ Aimed forces neadquai ,ers 
Cieucal ocrvice; 

A candidate may compete in respect of any one or more 
of the oervices/posts mentioned above. He may specify 
in his application as many oi tnese services /posts as he may 
wish to compete for. Candidates are warned mat they win 
not be considered for appointment to any Scrvicc/post not 
specified by them. 

N.B. — Candidates are required to specify clearly the order 
of preferences for the Services/posts tor which they wish 
to compete. No request for alteration in the order of pre- 
ferences for the Scrvices/posts originally indicated by a can- 
didate in his application, would be considered unless such a 
request is received in the office of the Union Public Service 
Commission on or before 31st July, 1969. 

2. The number of’ vacancies to be filled on the results of the 
examination will be specified in the Notice issued by the 
Commission. Reservation will be made for candidates who 
are ex-Servicemen and for candidates belonging to the Sche- 
duled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes in respect of vacan- 
cies as may be fixed by the Government of India. 

Ex-serviceman means a person who, has served in any 
rank (whether as a combatant or not) in the Armed Forces 
of the Union for a continuous period of six months and who 
has been released otherwise than by way of dismissal or 
discharge on account of misconduct or inefficiency. 

Explanation — For the purposes of these Rules, “Armed 
Forces of the Union" shall include the Armed Forces of the 
former Indian Stales but does not include members of the 
following Forces, namely : — 

(a) Assam Rifles; 

(b) Lok Sahayak Sena; and 

(c) General Reserve Engineer Force. 

Scheduled Castes/Tribes mean any of the Castes/Tribes 
mentioned in the Scheduled Castes/Tribes Lists (Modifica- 
tion) Order, 1956, read with the Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes Orders (Amendment) Act, 1956, the Cons- 
titution (Jammu and Kashmir) Scheduled Castes Order, 
1956, the Constitution (Andaman and Nicobar Islands) 
Scheduled Tribes Order. 1959, the Constitution (Dadra and 
Nagar Haveli) Scheduled Castes Order, 1962, the Constitu- 
tion (Dadra and Nagar Haveli) Scheduled Tribes Order, 
1962, the Constitution (Pondicherry) Scheduled Castes 
Order, 1964 and the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) (Uttar 
Pradesh) Order, 1967, 

3. The examination will be conducted by the Union Pulbic 
Service Commission in the manner prescribed In Appendix 1 
to Rules. 

The dates on which and the places at which the examina- 
tion will be held Shall be fixed by the Commission. 

4. A candidate must be either — 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Sikkim, or 


(c) a subject of Nepal, or 

(d) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(e) a Tioetan refugee who came over to India, before 
tne isl January, I9b2, wnn me intention of per- 
manently seunng in India, or 

(f) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Paxistan, Burma. Ceylon and East Airican countries 
of Kenya, Uganda and tne United Republic of 
Tanzania (formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar ) with 
the intention of permanently settling in India, 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (c), 
fdj, (ej and (I) above span be a person in whoso 
tavour a certificate of eligibmty has been issued 
by me Government of India. 

Certificate of eligibility will not, however, be necessary in 
the case of candidates belonging to any one of the following 
categories : — 

(i) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan before 
me nmcteentn day of J uly, 1948 and have ordinarily 
been resiumg in India since men. 

(ii) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan on 
or alter tne nmeicentft day of July, 1948, and have 
got tnemseives registered as citizens of India under 
Article 6 of the Constitution. 

(iii) Non-citizens in category (f) above who entered 
service under the Government of India before the 
commencement of me Constitution viz., 26th 
January. 1950, and who have continued in such ser- 
vice since men. Any such person who re-entered 
or may re-enter such service with break atter the 
26th January, 1950, will however, require certificate 
of eligibility in the usual way. 

Provided further that candidates belonging to categories 
(c), (d) and (e) above will not be eligible for 
appointment to the Indian Foreign Service (B)— 
Grade VI. 

A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility is 
necessary may be admitted to the examination and be may 
also provisionally be appointed subject to the necessary 
certificate being given to him by the Government. 

5. No candidate who does not belong to a Scheduled Caste 
or a Scheduled Tribe or is not a resident of the Union Ter- 
ritory of Pondicherry or is not a resident of the Union 
Territory of Goa, Daman and Diu, or is not a migrant from 
Kenya, Uganda and the United Republic of Tanzania (for- 
merly Tanganyika and Zanzibar) shall be permitted to com- 
pete more than two times at the examination but this restric- 
tion is. effective from the examination held in, 1961. 

Note 1, — For the purpose of this rule, a candidate shall 
be deemed to have competed at the examination once for 
all the Services/posts covered by the examination, if he 
competes for any one or more of Services/posts. 

Note 2, — A candidate shall be deemed to have competed 
at the examination if he actually appears in any one or more 
subjects, 

6. (a) A candidate for this examination must have attain- 
ed the age of 18 years and must not have attained the age 
of 21 years on 1st January, 1969, i.e., he must have been 
born not earlier than 2nd January, 1948 and not later than 
1st January, 1951. 

(b) The upper age limit will be relaxable in the case of 
cx-Servicemen, who have put in not less than six months 
continuous service in the Armed Forces of the Union, to the 
extent of their total service in the Armed Forces increased 
by three years. 

Provided that candidates admitted to the examination 
under this age concession will be eligible to compete for the 
vacancies reserved for ex-Servicemen only. 

(c) The upper age limit prescribed above will be 
further relaxable : — 

(i) up to a maximum of five years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe; 
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(ii) up lo a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a bona fide displaced person from East, Pakistan 
and has migrated to India on or after 1st January 
1964: 

(iii) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide displaced person from East 
Pakistan and has migrated to India on or after 1st 
January, 1964; 

(jv) up to a maximum of five years if a candidate is a 
resident of the Union Territory of Pondicherry and 
has received education through the medium of 
French at some stage; 

(v) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from Ceylon 
and has migrated to India on or after 1st November, 
1964, under the Indo-Ceylon Agreement of October. 
1964; 

(vi) up to a maximum of eight yeurs if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin 
from Ceylon and has migrated to India on or after 
1st November, 1964, under the Indo-Ceylon Agree- 
ment of October, 1964; 

(vii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a 
resident of tho Union Territory of Goa, Daman and 
Diu; 

(viii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
of Indian origin and has migrated from Kenya, 
Uganda and the United Republic of Tanzania 
(.formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar); 

fix) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a 
bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from Burma 
and has migrated to India on or after 1st June, 
1963; 

(x) up io a maximum of eight years if u candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin 
from Burma and has migrated to India on or after 
J st June. 1963; 

(xi) up to a maximum of three years in the case of 
Defence Services personnel disabled in operations 
during hostilities with any foreign country or in a 
disturbed area, and released as a consequence there- 
of; and 

(xii) up lo a maximum of eight years in the case of 
Defence Services personnel disabled in operations 
during hostilities with any foreign country or in 
disturbed area, and released as a consequence there- 
of, who belong to the Scheduled Castes or the 
Scheduled Tribes. 

(d) The upper age limit will be relaxable up to tho age 
of 35 years in respect of persons who have been regularly 
appointed as Clerks in the various Departments/Offices of the 
Government of India and have rendered not less than 3 years’ 
continuous service as Clerks on l-t-1969 and continue to be 
so employed. 

Provided that: the above age relaxation will not be avail- 
able to persons appointed as Clerks in the Minis- 
tries /Departments and attached offices participating 
in (i) Central Secretariat Clerical Service (ii) 
Indian Foreign Service (B), (iii) Railway Board 
Secretariat Clerical Service and (ivy Armed Forces 
Headquarters Clerical Service. 

Note 1.— Service rendered bv R.M.S. Sorters employed in 
subordinate offices of P. & T. Department shall be treated as 
service rendered in the grade of Clerk for purpose of Rule 
5(c) above. 

Note 2.— The candidature of a person who is admitted to 
the examination under the age concession mentioned in 
Rule 6(d) above, is liable to be cancelled, if, after submitting 
his application, he resigns from Service or his services are 
terminated by his Department, either before or after taking 
the examination. He will, however, continue to be eligible 


if he is retrenched from the Sorvice or post 'after submitting 

his application. 

Note 3.— A clerk who is on deputation to an ex-cadre 
post with the approval of Lhe competent authority will be 
c.igible to be admitted to the examination, if otherwise 

eligible. 

SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE, THE AGE LIMITS 
PRESCRIBED CAN IN NO CASE BE RELAXED. 

7. Candidates must have passed one of the following 
examinations or possess one of the following certificates ;■ — 

(i) Matriculation Examination of any University in- 
corporated by an Act of the Central or State 
Legislature in India; 

(ii) an examination held by a State Education Board 
at the end of the Secondary School Course for tho 
award of a School Leaving, Secondary School, High 
School or any other Certificate which is accepted 
by the Government of that State as. equivalent to 
Marticulation Certificate for entry into services; 

(iii ) Cambridge School Certificate Examination (Senior 
Cambridge); 

(iv) European High School Examination held by the 
State Governments; 

(v) Tenth Class Certificate from the Technical Higher 
Secondary School of the Delhi Polytechnic; 

(vi) Tenth Class Certificate from a recognised Higher 
Secondary School or from a recognised School 
preparing students for the Indian Schools Certificate 
Examination; 

(vii) Junior examination of the Jamia Miliia Islamia, 
Delhi in the case of bona fide resident students of 
the Jamia only; 

(viii) Bengal (Science) School Certificate; 

(ix) Final School Standard Examination of the National 
Council of Education, Jadavpur, West Bengal 
(Since inception); 

(x) ‘Vinit’ examination of the Gujarat Vidyapith, 
Ahmedabad; 

(xi) the following French Examinations of Pondicherry; 
(i) ‘Brevet Elementaire’ (ii) ‘Brevet d’ Enseigne- 
ment Primaire de Languc Indiemie' (iii) ‘Brevet D‘ 
eludesa du Premier Cycle’ (iv) ‘Brevet D’ Enseigne 
went Primaire Supprieur de Langue Indienne’ and 
(vy Brevet de Langue Indienne (Vernacular); 

(xii) Pass in the Jth year of ‘Lyceum’, a Portuguese 
qualification in Goa, Daman and Din; 

(xiii) Indian Army Special Certificate of Education; 

(xiv) Higher Educational Test of the Indian Navy; 

(xv) Advanced Class (Indian Navy) Examination; 

(xvi) Ceylon Senior School Certificate Examination; 

(xvii) Certificate granted by the East Bengal Secondary 
Education Board, Dacca; 

(xviii) Secondary School Certificates granted by the Board 
of Secondary Education at Comilla/Rajshahi/ 
Khulna in East Pakistan; 

(xix) School Leaving Certificate Examination of the 
Government of Nepal; 

(xx) Anglo-Vernacular School Leaving Certificate 
(Burma); 

(xxi) Burma High School Final Examination Certificate; 

(xxii) Anglo-Vernacular High School Examination of tho 
Education Department, Burma (Pre-War); 

(.xxiii) Post-War School Leaving Certificate of Burma; 

(xxiv) General Certificate of Education Examination of 
Ceylon at ‘Ordinary’ level provided it is passed ill 
six subjects including English and Mathematics and 
either Sinhalese or Tamil; 

(xxv) General Certificate of Education Examination of the 
Associated Examination Boards, London at 'Ordi- 
nary' Level provided it is passed in five subjects in- 
cluding English; and 
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' ) Junior/ Secondary Technical School examination ssion or accessible to him unauthorised papers, books or

Note I. — A candidate who has appeared at an examina- 
tion the passing of which would render him eligiblo to appear 
at this examination but has not been informed of the result 
may apply for admission to this examination. A candidate 
who intends to appear at such a qualifying examination may 
aho apply, provided the qualifying examination is completed 
before the commencement of this examination. Such can- 
didates will be admitted to the examination, if otherwise 
eligible, but the admission would be deemed to be provisional 
and subject to cancellation if they do not produce proof 
of having passed the examination, as soon as possible, and 
in any case not later than two months after the commence- 
ment of this examination. 

Non; 11. — In exceptional cases the Union Public Service 
Commission may treat u candidate, who has not any of the 
foregoing qualifications, as a qualified candidate, provided 
that he has passed examinations conducted by other institu- 
tions, the standard of which in the opinion of the Commis- 
sion justifies his admission to the examination. 

8. (a) No male candidate who has more than one wife 
living or who having a spouse living, marries in any case in 
which such marriage is void by reason of its taking place 
during the life-time of such spouse, shall be eligible for 
appointment to any of the Services/posts, appointments to 
which are made on the results of this competitive examina- 
tion, unless the Government of Iridta, after being satisfied 
that there are special grounds for doing so, exempt any mate 
candidate from the operation of this rule. 

(b) No female candidate whose marriage is void by 
) cason of the husband having a wif e living at the time of 
such marriage or who has married a person who has a wife 
living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligiblo for 
appointment lo any of the Services/ posts, appointments to 
which are made on the results of this competitive examina- 
tion, unless the Government of India, after being satisfied 
that there are special grounds for doing so, exempt any 
female candidate from the operation of this rule. 

9. A candidate already in Government Service, whether in 
a permanent or temporary capacity, must obtain prior per- 
mission of the Head of the Department to appear for the 
Examination. 

10. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical defect likely to interfere witli 
the efficient discharge of his duties as an officer of the 
Service. A candidate, who after such medical examination, 
as may be prescribed by the competent authority, is found 
not lo satisfy these requirements, will not be appointed. 
Only such candidates us arc likely lo be considered for 
appointment will be medically examined. 

Note. — Ip the case of the disabled ex-Defence .Services 
personnel, a cerlificalc of fitness granted by the Demobilisa- 
tion Medical Board of the Defence Services will be con- 
sidered adequate for the purpose of appointment. 

11. The decision of the Commission as (o the eligibility or 
otherwise of a candidate for admission to (he examination 
shall be final. 

12. No candidate will be admitted to the examination 
unless he holds a certificate of admission from the Commis- 
sion. 

13. Candidates must pay the fee prescribed in Annexure 
I to the Commission’s Notice. 

14. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain 
support for his candidature by any means may disqualify him 
for admission. 

15. A candidate who is or has been declared by the Com- 
mission guilty of impersonation or of submitting fabricated 
documents or documents which have been tempered with or 
of making statements which arc incorrect or false or of 
suppressing material information or otherwise resorting to 
any other irregular or improper means for obtaining admis- 
sion to the examination, or of using or attempting to use 
unfair means in the examination hall or of misbehaviour in 
the, examination hall, or of being found to havd in his posse- 


fa) be debarred permanently or for a specified period : — 

(i) by the Commission, from admission to any 
examination or appearance at any interview 
held by the Commission for selection of can- 
didates; and 

(ji) by the Central Government from employment 
under them; 

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the appro- 
priate rules, if he is already in service under 
Government. 

16. After the examination, the candidates will be arranged 
by the Commission in the order of merit as disclosed by the 
aggregate marks finally awarded to each candidate; and in 
that order so many candidates as are found by the Commis- 
sion to be qualified by the examination shall be recommend- 
ed for appointment up to th e number of unreserved vacan- 
cies decided' to be filled on the results of the examination. 

Provided that any candidate belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes or the Scheduled Tribes who though not qualified by 
the standard prescribed by the Commission for any Service/ 
post, is declared by them to be suitable for appointment 
thereto with due regard to the maintenance of efficiency of 
administration, shall be recommended for appointment to 
vacancies reserved for members of the Scheduled Castes and 
the Scheduled Tribes, as the case may be, in that Service/ 
post. 

Provided further that cx-Servicemen who arc found by the 
Commission to be qualified by the examination, and ex-Ser- 
vieenten belonging lo the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled 
Tribes who are declared by the Commission to be suitable 
for appointment in terms of the first proviso, shall be recom- 
mended for appointment to the vacancies' reserved for ex- 
Servicemen irrespective of then - ranks in the order of merit 
at the examination. 

17. Due consideration will be given to the preferences 
expressed by a candidate at the time of his application 
(c.f. Col. .26 of the application form), but a candidate 
may be assigned to any Serviee/post for which the exami- 
nation is held. 

18. Tbo form and manner of communication of the 
icsult of the examination to individual candidates shall be 
decided by the Commission in their discretion, and the 
Commission will not enter into correspondences with them 
regarding the result. 

19. Success in the examination confers no right to appoint- 
ment, unless Government ate satisfied, after such enquiry 
as may be considered necessary, that Ihe candidate is suitable 
in all respects for appointment to the Scrvicc/post. 

20. All appointments on the results of this examination 
shall be subject to the condition that unless a candidate has 
already passed one of the periodical type-writing tests in 
English or Hindi held by the Union Public Service Commis- 
sion. he shall pass such a test at a minimum speed of 30 
words in English or 25 words in Hindi per minute within 
a period of one year from the date of appointment, failing 
which no annual increment(s) shall be allowed to him until 
he has passed the said test 

If any candidate does not pass the suid type-writing test 
within the period of probation, his services shall be liable to 
be terminated. 

Note.— A candidate appointed on the results of the exami- 
nation, who has already passed the type-writing test conduct- 
ed by the Union Public Service Commission or who passes 
it within a period of 6 months front the date of his appoint- 
ment will be grunted the first increment after 6 months instead 
of after one year's service. This will however be absorbed 
in the subsequent regular increments. 

21. Conditions of service relating to the Scrvices/postri to 
which recruitment is being made through the examination are 
briefly stated in Appendix II.

2. The syllabus for the examination will be as shown in 
the Schedule to this Appendix. 

3. Candidates are allowed the option to answer item (a) 
of paper (i), or paper (ii) or both either in Hindi or in 
English. Item (b) of paper (i) must be answered in English 
by all candidates. 

Note 1. — The option will be for a complete paper and 
not for different questions in the same paper. 

Note 2, — Candidates desirous' of exercising the option to 
answer the aforesaid papers in Hindi should indicate their 
intention to do so clearly in Column 7 of the application 
form, Otherwise it would be presumed that they would 
answer the papers in EngUsh. 

4. Candidates must write the papers in their own hand.

Per man ent or regularly appointed remporaty rower 
division clerks wno have completed 5 years of approved and 
continuous service in tiro Lower Division Grade on the

However, lilt 
such time the first limited competitive examination is not 
held in the Railway Board’s office, the 20% vacancies will 
also be lillecl by promotion on the basis of seniority subject 
to the rejection of the unfit as a temporary measure.
